“The whole Bible was long be 
fore his [Wyclif’s] day, by virtu- 
ous and well-learned men, trans- 
lated into the English tongue, and 
'by good and godly people and with |

St. Jerome was born at Tri- 
‘este in what is now Northern 
Italy in 346, Although his fa- 
ither was a Catholic, Jerome 


was not baptized until he was 
nearly 20. He was in Rome at 
the time, completing his educa- 
tion in philosophy and litera- 
ture. 

Although he led a good life, 
devoting himself to prayer and 
study, he was shocked by a 
dream in which Christ rebuk- 
ed him, telling him he was no 
Christian but a Ciceronian who 
preferred worldly. literature to 
Christ. This vision caused him 
to retire and live as a hermit 
for five years, after which he 
returned to Rome and was or- 
dained a priest.

Keynote Address 


Archbishop Cushing gave the 
keynote address as convention ses- 
sions got. into full swing for more 
than 1,600 delegates, 800 of them 
from out of town. More than 700 
NCCW - affiliated organizations 
were represented. Theme of the 
convention was “God’s Will: Our 
Work.” 


“It is your work to speak up as/, . 


secularist subjectivism.” 


He described this “new moral- 
ity” as “an insidious Cancer -in so- 
ciety because it cannot be readily 
detected by its victims, some of 
whom are among the elect, who 
resent being told that they have 
the disease.” 


“They consider you to be out of 
step with God, not they with Him,” 
Bishop Dougherty said. 

“But you can concentrate the 
forces of your organization for the 
welfare of our Church and coun- 
try; and with the good example 
which you will give in our own 
nation you can offer yourselves to 
the people throughout the world 
. as examples of what women 
united in doing God’s Will can 
accomplish to rectify the disorders 
caused by man’s failure to obey 
God’s Law.” 


“Only a handful of people have 
eaused all the trouble in the 
world; certainly another handful 
of people, motivated like yourselv- 
es, can begin the work of bringing 
mankind back to its senses,” he 
said.

Shi cong form of religion which 
has made anti-Catholicism its 
chief tenet has failed. In fact, 
there is nothing about which we 
hear so much today as about the 
need of “reforming the reformed 
religions.” 

It does not occur to those who, 
today, are working for a reunion 
of Protestant bodies, that there 


must have. been something wrong 


when the many splits took place, 
that the separate Protestant 
bodies must have been wrong at 
that time, or they are wrong now. 
No other logical deduction can be 
made from the consideration of 
the acknowledged fact. If they 
were wrong originally, then Christ 
was not with them according to 
His promises; the Holy Ghost was 
not guiding them. If they are 
wrong now, the same principle 
holds. 


They Appropriated 
The Catholic Bible 


Since Protestants regard the 
Bible as their only rule of faith, 
how would they get along without 
that Bible? Where did they get 
it? Evidently from the Catholic 
Church which had it all to herself 
for 1,000 years before the Refor- 
mation. How do they know that 
the book they accepted is inspired 
by God, or that it is even gen- 
uine? 
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It may not have occurred to you 
that those questions could not be 
answered to the satisfaction of any 
scholar looking for absolute cer- 
tainty except by the Catholic 
Church. 


Certain writings of the New Tes- 
tament are attributed to Matthew 
and John, Aposties; but two of the 
gospels are attributed to persons 
who were not apostles, namely, 
Mark and Luke. The Acts of the 
dn rte was written by Luke, not 


an Apostle. 

It could be proved by the Cath- 
olic Church that the Epistles were 
written by the Apostles, but since 
the originals are no longer in ex- 
istence, there is absolutely no way 
of any Protestant historian prov- 
ing that the Bibles in modern use 
conform perfectly to the original 
writings. Even if they could be 
proved accurate, only an infallible 
voice could prove that the authors 
wrote under divine inspiration. 

The Catholic Church did deter- 


mine which books among the 
many reputed to be inspired were 
actually written under iration. 


It was she, who at Councils in the 
fourth century, determined the 
Canon of Holy Scripture. If the 
Catholic Church was not protected 
‘from error when she made that de- 
cision, then the modern world does 
not know whether it has the word 
of God or not in the Bible. 

Since Catholics believe that 
their Church, speaking on matters 
relating to faith or morals for the 
entire world, is divinely protected 


‘from teaching error, they are most 


consistent when they believe that 
their Bible is inspired. But every 
person outside the Catholic 
Church is most inconsistent in be- 
lieving the same way. He denies 
the infallibility of the Catholic 
Church, and, in denying it, must 
repudiate his own church’s posi- 
tion in regard to the Bible. 

The fact is that while he denies 
the infallibility, of the Catholic 
Church in all other respects, he 
admits her infallibility at the time 
she pronounced on the Canon of 
the New Testament; and since the 
Protestant religions claim to be 
based on that book, they must be 
based on the infallibility of the 
Catholic Church.

EW are the Protestants who 
have not heard that Catholics 
are not allowed to read the Bible; 
that the Church has actually done 
all she could to supress it; that 
Luther accidentally discovered the 
Bible and built up a new religion 
from it. But, any reflecting per- 
son must wonder how any of 
these fables could be entertained 
as facts even for a moment. Let 
us ask a few questions and the 
r= answers will suggest them- 
selves 


(1) Where, do you suppose, 
did Protestants get the Bible? 
Surely it was not written in the 
sixteenth century. If, during a 
thousand years ahead of that all 
Europe was Catholic; if during the 
five preceding centuries, the only 
Christian religion in existence was 
the Catholic, the Bible must have 
come from Catholics to Protes- 
tants. In other words, Protestants 
must have taken the Bible from 
the Catholic Church. 

(2) If the Bible was written 
back in apostolic days, it certain- 
ly was not written in English or 
German or French or any modern 
language. We know that the New 
Testament, with the exception of 
St. Matthew’s gospel, was written 
in Greek. If numerous copies were 
done by hand in order to spread 
it; if it was translated into other 
languages, mistakes could very 
easily have been made. 

There was no printing press 
until the fifteenth century, no 
paper on which to print the Bible 
until the fourteenth century. The 


copyists were all Catholic; the 
translators, until the sixteenth 
century, were all Catholic. The

There had been many books for 
which scholars claimed inspiration 
and some traced to one or other 
of the Apostles, yet they were not 
included in the Canon of the 
Bible.

These propositions cannot be 
successfully gainsaid; but 
are not brought to the attention 
of Protestant congregations, either 
from the pulpit, Sunday School, 
or in parochial schools. From the 
way people speak and act, one 
would suppose that Christ Him- 
self wrote the Bible, or that He 
ordered the Apostles to do it. We

things. 

tf the Church had changed the 
text, subtracted from or added to 
it, then the Holy Scriptures used 
by all- the Protestant churches 
could not truthfully be called the 
“Word of God.”

& pre Sacrament for today is one 
that every priest is glad to talk 
about. It is the Sacrament of Holy 
Orders. But before I say anything 
more, let’s talk about your class. 


If you go to a Catholic school 
(and maybe even if you do not) 
it may happen that some day one 
of the boys in your class will be- 
come a priest. Which boy it will be, 
I do not know. Even you do not 
know. But it may be any one of 
them. 


Right now that boy may not be 
anybody special. He may not be 
the best boy in the class. He may 
not be the brightest boy. He may 
like to play baseball and football, 
or he may not.

Someday, though,-that boy will 
think about becoming a priest.

S the Bible the word of God? Yes. 
The Catholic Church teaches 
that the Holy Ghost inspired the 
sacred writers—made them His in- 
struments, ‘so that in writing the 
sacred texts they could rightly con- 
ceive only those things which He 
bade them conceive. 


Is the Bible unerring? The Bible, 
as cv written, is God's 
word. erefore, it can’t contain 
error. But copyists, translators, 
and printers were not inspired, 
so errors can and did creep in. Al- 
so, in some versions, deliberate 
omissions and changes were made 
which logically made such versions 
incomplete and unreliable. 


The Catholic Church safeguards 
her members by approving the 
versions of the Bible that she wish- 
es them to use. Under the direc- 
tion of the Holy Father, the Bibli- 
cal Commission is always vigil- 
ant in seeking out mistakes, either 
typographical or due to faulty 
translations — and from time to 
time reports of such findings are 
published. 


Is the Bible alone sufficient for 
salvation? Our answer is that we 
don’t understand how it could be. 
The New Testament wasn’t finish- 
ed until at least 60 years after the 
Resurrection. The Bible as we 
know it today wasn’t compiled un- 
til the 4th century, when from the 
mass of early writings then in 
existence, our. Church infallibly 
chose what were divinely inspired, 
and thus gave to posterity the sac- 
red writings we now call the Bible. 


Therefore, before there was a 
Bible at all, the pagan world was 
largely converted to Christianity. 
In fact, it wasn’t until the inven 
tion of printing by Gutenberg that 
the Bible had any appreciable cir- 
culation among the people. 

Bear in mind also that if the 
Bible contained all the truths, it 
couldn't omit the all-important 
truth — namely, that it contains 
all truths. Nowhere in the Bible 
can one find such a statement. On 
the contrary, St. John plainly de- 
nies this in the very last words of

The Old Version 


In the early days 
Church, the Scriptures were 
read at divine services in 
Greek. Often, for the benefit 


of the people, one of the clergy 
would write out a Latin transla- 
tion. Such translations, gathered 
together, made up the first’ Latin 
Bible. As you can imagine, pre- 
pared by so many different people 
of varying education, the transla- 
tions were rough, uneven, and in- 
accurate. The language they used 
was the Latin of the common peo-; 
ple, varying in idiom from Tus- 
cany all the way down to Sicily 
and North Africa. 


After a careful study of the sit- 
uation and the materials at hand, 
St. Jerome decided to go back be- 
yond the Latin to the original 
languages. The result of his work 
is called the Vulgate because it is 
in Latin, which was the language 
of the “vulgus” or the common 
people. 


Even though the translation was 
an excellent work of literature 
and vastly superior in its field, it 
met with great opposition. We 
Catholics are a conservative lot 
of people. We hate to see the least 
change in anything concerning our 
worship. 

St. Augustine, for Instance, ex- 
pressed the fear that “the public 
reading of something new and 
opposed to the authority of (the 
older version) would disturb the 
Christians, whose hearts and ears 
had been accustomed to that trans- 
lation which was approved of even 
by the Apostles themselves.” 

Elsewhere, St. Augustine tells 
the story of an old African Bishop 
who, using Jerome's new version 
of Jonas, read in the church 
lesson the word “ivy” for “gourd” 
—which threw the congrepation 
into such wild excitement that 
they could not be pacified until 
they had their old version back. 

(Most of us are still wnaccus- 

tomed to the English version fe- 
cently introduced into our pulpits. 
We are mildly jolted when we 
hear of a “kore” of wheat, “de 
narius” for the old “penny,” “the 
place of the skull” for “Calvary,” 
“Holy Spirit” for “Holy Ghost,” 
etc. This is an example of what 
St. Jerome was up against.) 
* Not until the 9th century could 
Strabo write that “the whole Ro- 
man Church now everywhere uses 
this translation.”

the ages. Copies of both versions 


existed side by side for centuries, 
and writers would switch from one 
to the other in their essays. In 
assembling a complete Bible, 
copyists would take some of their 
books from the old text, some 
from the Vulgate. A monk might 
have memorized several texts from 
the old version in school, then, 
writing a copy of the Vulgate, un- 
consciously lapse ‘into the old 
phrasing so familiar to him. Most 
of the transcribers were utterly 
acking in any critical sense; 
while they were at work, they 
would airily incorporate’ texts 
from other manuscripts, parallel 
passages, texts from the liturgy or 
even from Josephus. 

The invention of printing only 
multiplied these yey for a 
time, but eventually the scholars 


were able to sift out a number of | —— 


critical editions which assure us 
that we now have the Vulgate ex- 
actly as St. Jerome wrote it. 


It was the Council of Trent 
which, on April 8, 1546, made the 
Vulgate the official Bible of the 
Church in the following terms: 


“The Holy Council, considering 


that no small profit would accrue | 


to the Church of God if it be made 
known which, of all the Latin 
editions of the sacred books in 
actual circulation, is to be esteem- 
ed authentic, ordains and de- 
clares that the same old and Vul- 
gate edition which has been ap- 
proved by the long use of s0 
many ages in the Church itself, is 
to be held authentic in public 
readings, discourses and disputes, 
and that nobody may dare or pre- 
sume to reject it on any pre 
tense.”

Gutenberg not only invented 
printing but developed various 
kinds of type. He had his type 
in two sizes, with ornamental 
capitals that could be printed in 
two colors.

1500, Europe had 9,000,000 books 
in circulation, numbering over 


30,000 titles. 


The press reached Italy by 
1465; Paris by 1470; London, 1480 
(William Caxton was the first 
English printer); Stockholm, 1482; 
Constantinople, 1487; Lisbon, 1490; 
Spain, 1499. The price of a book 
sank to an eighth of its former 
cost. 

There are 40 copies of Guten- 
berg’s Bible still in existence. Not 
too long ago, the Library of Con- 
gress paid $300,000 for a copy. 
By the time Luther allegedly 
“discovered” the Bible, it had 
been printed in no less than 20 
editions in French and German.

A second survey, after a de-

Ten years ago Father Peyton ee 
set out to bring the message of 
the urgency of prayer to the 
world.

to record the song. This was done, and the record is already proving 
a verv effective means of carrving the message to the public 

The Radio Rosary program impressed Mr. Kelchthaler with a need 
for a song that would tell the story of the Rosary, so he wrote a song 
entitled “Our Dally Rosary,” which tells the story of how the Rosary is 
prayed. This song was introduced nationally at the National Knights of 
Columbus Convention held at Los Angeles, California several weeks ago

“Most employers now, figuring that the draft and ROTC 


units are going to be around for 
years to come, are projecting their 
employment of college men two or 
three years into the future when 
these men will be ready to go to 
work permanently,” Dooley said. 

“Out of the hundreds of employ- 
ment interviewers who came -to 
the campus last year,” Dooley 
added, “there weren’t more than 
half a dozen who told us that they 
wanted to talk only to men who 
were free of obligations to the 
armed forces.” Employers reason 
now that if they can give the col- 
lege graduate three or four months 
of training in industry before the 
man enters military service, so 
much the better, Dooley indicated. 

“Many alumni who were grad- 
uated from Notre Dame in 1950 
are now being separated from the 
service and seeking jobs. In some 
cases, ‘they are having a tough 
time of it because they have to 
start from scratch in making job 
‘contacts and setting up = inter- 
views,” Dooley said. “I am sure 
they would advise the 1953 grad- 
uates to take advantage of the con- 
centrated, centralized placement 
service on the campus while they 
can easily do so,” he said.
